E MARS  station  is  oper- 
by  the  AFROTC  detach - 
and  is  part  of  a semi-of- 


ficial military  communications 
network. 

In  addition  to  being  a MARS 
station,  however,  the  post  will 
also  be  an  amateur  radio  sta- 
tion. As  such,  its  facilities  are 
not  limited  to  military  use  and 
will  be  open  to  anyone,  Col. 
Blake  said. 

THE  RADIO  mechanism  is 
located  in  the  AFROTC  offices 
in  the  basement  of  the  new  Stu- 
dent Health  Center.  The  opera- 
ting schedule  is  posted  there. 

ROTC  officials  explained  that 
students  and  faculty  members 


could  contact  persons  at  military 
bases  which  have  MARS  sta-’ 
tions.  They  said  that  most  bases 
have  such  equipment.

There  was  never  a worse 
audience  than  at  Brigham  Young  in  our  games  this  year. 

The  referees  are  booed  no  matter  how  just  their  call 
against  our  men— and  if  you  think  the  referees  are 
against  us  you're  crazy.  And  what’s  even  worse  is  the 
cat-calls  and  boos  at  the  other  team.  Remember  they’re 
fine  athletes,  just  like  our  men,  and  good  play  on  their 
part  should  be  appreciated. 

When  it  comes  to  hissing  as  fine  a player  as  Joe  Capua  of 
Wyoming,  then  it’s  time  to  call  a halt.  And  the  screaming  as 
Oklahoma  City  went  to  the  foul  line  certainly  didn't  help  their 
impression  of  BYU  as  a school.  If  anyone  feels  that  he  has  to  boo 
and  make  dirty  remarks  at  basketball  games,  then  better  he 
take  in  high  school  games,  for  that  is  where  this  type  of  thing 
belongs.  Or,  better  still,  try  the  professional  wrestling  matches. 

And  the  ones  who  can  do  the  most  about  this  situation,  the 
yell  leaders,  haven't  helped  like  they  could  haye. 

At  any  rate,  I reserve  the  right  in  our  next  basketball 
games,  when  some  yokel  jumps  up  and  starts  spouting  off  and 
making  cat-calls  and  boos,  to  subtly  remind  him  of  a tradition 
by  shoving  my  fist  through  his  teeth.  If  enough  of  us  remind 
enough  newcomers,  maybe  it  will  sink  in. 

There  was  a newspaper  report- yesterday  of  a comment  by 
Abe  Lemon,  coach  of  Oklahoma  City  University,  on  our  Skyline 
referees.  Lemon  said  basketball  fans  in  the  midwest  should  get 
down  on  their  knees  in  thanks  for  the  officiating  they  have. 
He  said  the  Skyline  officiating  is  the  worst  in  the  nation^  It. would 
be  hard  to  disagree  with  him  after  the  games  last  week.
